THE LAKE ORDINANCE. 


Proceedings of the City Council at Its 
Passage Last Night. 


The Counc!! met last night and took up the 
consideration of the Forest Park Lake ordl- 


nance which was reported back from the 
committee with a preamble reciting the 
facts. The bill passed as amended, sections 
land 2 reading as follows: 

Sec. 1. Permission aha authority are here- 
cy granted to Samuel J. Niccolls, Henry C. 
Haarstick and Thomas O'Reilly, or their as 
signs, to construct a lake in Forest Park at 
such point and according to such plans anda 
specifications as may be approved by the 
Mayor, the President of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements, the Water Com.- 
missioner and the Park Com mis- 
sioner of the city of st. Louis, to 
cost not less than $25,000, the work to begin 
within twenty days after the passage of this 
ordinance, to be prosecuted under a superin- 
tendent to be appointed by the President of 
the Board of Public improvements, but who 
shall be paid out of the said sum of $25,000, 
and to be completed within six months from 
the date of the approval hereof; provided, 
however, that when said lake is completed 
andthe certificate herein required is filed 
with the Register, the same shall become the 
absolute property of the city of St. Louis, 
free from allright, possession or control of 
said Samuel J. Nichols, Henry C. Haarstick 
and Thomas O’Rellly, or their assigns. 

Sec. 2. Uponthe fling of a certificate by 
the Mayor, President of the Board of Public 
Improvements, Water Commissioner and 
Park Commissioner with the City Register, 
that the $25,600 have been expended by said 
Samuel J. Niccolls, Henry C. Haarstick and 
Thomas O'Reilly, or their assigns, in 
the construction of said lake, and 
that said lake has been completed 
according to the plans and _  specif- 
cations, as provided for in sec. 1 hereof, and 
thatthe Lindell Rallway Co. has paid $20,000 
into the fund so expended, the obligation of 
the Lindell Kailway Co., as set forth and de- 
fined in sec. 50f ordinance 15,445, shall be 
considered fully performed and discharged, 
and said Lindell Rallway Co. ‘shall be re- 
leased from all further Nability thereunder. 

Upon the reading of the report of the Com- 
mittee on Public Improvements, Mr. Gast 
moved the adoption of the amendments 
therein contained, which was seconded. 

Mr. James: I don’t think we ought to add 
any amendments to that bill. I think it 18 
good enough the way itis. If we add amenda- 
ments to it, it will delayit two or three 
weeks more, andlam opposed to any delay 
in this matter.“ 

Mr. Ferriss: ‘‘How will it delay it?“ 

Mr. James: ‘*It will delay it until next Fri- 
day night, and probably longer than that.“ 

Mr. Ferris: The House can confer and sign 
the bill the same night.“ 

The President: The motion is to adopt 
the amenuments. 

Mr. Clark ‘‘Allof the amendments?’’ 

The President: That is the motion,.’’ 

Mr. Wehner: ‘‘Do I understand that the 
motion is to adopt the amendments as a 
whole?“ 

The President: The Chair so understands 
t * 


Mr. Ferriss: If the motion is to be put in 
that shape I would like to make a few re- 
marks. The preamble putin this bill was put 
in because the committee thought thatthe 
bill ought to express on its face the real in- 
tents and purposes of the bill, which is first, 
that it should constructthis lake and release 
the Lindell Rallway Co. when $25,000 Is ex- 
pended, but it is not explained why the Lin- 
dell Rallway isto be released and does not 
express the fact that that roadis to pay 
$20,000 of this fund. 

„ne facts are that under section 5 ofthe 
ordinance 5,445 the Lindell Rallway Co, 1s 
under obligations to pay into the City 
Treasury to be used forthe purpose of con- 
structing the lakethe sumof $25,000, when- 
ever the Municipal Assembly authorizes the 
Board ot Public Improvements to construct 
that lake. Now, the proposition before inis 
Municipal Assembly is to release the Lindell 
Railroad from paying that fund into the 
City Treasury. It is true that this money is 
not in the treasury, but it is a 
claim on behalf of the city against 
the road, presumably a valid claim, cer- 
tainly a valid claim, since that road is will- 
ing to pay $20,000 In cash now to get rid of it, 
so that when the statement was made that 
this lake is to be constructed without taking 
any money out ofthe City Treasury it Is true 
as to the verbDal statement, but it hasaten- 
dency to misiead as to the fact, and this 
Council should know, and the people havea 
right to know, why we release the Lindell 
Rallroad; hence the preamble which sets out 
those facts. 

Now, the Lindell Railroad is under contract 
obligation to pay this money luto the Ciry 
Treasury, and it certainly is a serious matter 


They ask us to release them from that obit- 
gation by putting $20,000 into this fund. We 
say very well, we will do that, provided 
you furnish us with a complete lake, such as 
we could makeifwe bad the money in our 
hands. As the bill comes to the committee 
there is no contract with an; body, no obii- 
gation on anybody’s part, except the moral 
Obligation to complete it according to the 
plans and specifications provided forjit, 
but if that work is left half finished, we have 
absolutely no recourse upon any human be. 
ing for its completion. We are offered moral 
guarantees and assurances by these various 
parties engaged in this enterprise, parties 
who are actuated bythe very highest mo- 
tives, lam willing to concede, who say that 
they cannot afford to let this enterprise fall 
to the ground in the state of incomplete- 
ness; but, Mr. President, we have no right 
to do business on moral guarantees, no mat- 
ter how confident we may be of their 
being carried out. I Delleve that is a 
sound proposition, Being trustees of 
the city’s money, we go Very far, very far, in 
my judgment when we permit this thing to 
be done at all. But the committee is satisfied 
to go that far, but it ts understood that be- 
fore the Lindell Kallway is released from its 
obligation to pay $25,000 into the city treas- 
ury, that the city shall receive a lake com- 
plete and ready for use, according to the 
plans and specifications which shall be 
adopted, withthe guarantee and tlie assur- 
ance given, and we feel justified under the 
pecullar and calamitous eircumstances 
which confront the laboring people of this 
city to recommend the passage of the bill 
with these amendments. 

Mr. Anderson: WIII Mr. Ferriss permit me 
to ask one question? I would e to know 
how wecan give a guarantee that the lake 
will be completed witha certain size and di- 
mensions,.’’ 

Mr. Ferriss: We don't have that guaran- 
tee, but we have thig guarantee: he Lin- 
dell Rallway is under obligation to pay the 
city $25,000 fora lake, That Contravi stands, 
and they are released st when we are 
given a lake whi is Satisfac- 
tory to this commission, which 
is practically the Board of 
Public lmprovements, and upon their furg- 
ishinga certificate that the lake has been 
completed according to their plans ana spec- 
ifications. Ifthe Lindell Rallway expends 
$19,000 and it is not complete, the original or- 
dinance stands for whatever it may be worth; 
that is to say, this ordinance releasing them 
isnulland void. Thisis what werely upon 
taking it for granted that seit interest alone, 
it nothing else, will see that the work is 
completed. 

Mr. James said that he would vote for the 
Dill to furnish employment to men out of 
work, but he doubted the legal side ot it; 
however, he was willing to let the respon- 
sibility rest on the City Counselor. 

Mr. Arnstein: Mr. President, I regret 
very much to have any gentieman on the 
floor vote? for a bill anless he believes that 
the measure is a proper one and should pass. 
I don’t tut it right to vote for a bill when 
the gentleMan voting for it does not Delieve 
it is in proper shape. The committee having 
this matter in charge, of which 1 was a mem- 
ber, have labored with this measure in the 
hope of being able to reconcile the conflict - 
ing interests and get it in such shape before 
the Council that the Dill would be acceptable 
to all ot the members of this body and that 
they could, in voting for the bil, do so 
feeling that they are doing right 
for the city under the existing circum- 
stances, and that they would be doing right 
for all the other interests involved in this 
bill. The point made by the gentleman ho 
has last spoken, namely, that by the passage 
of this ordinance we relieve the Linde!! Rali- 
way Co. of any further obligation, I think, is 
not well founded, for the reason 
that the amendment expressly pro- 
vides that the Lindell Ratlway Co. shall not 
be relleved from its obilgation until there 
isacertificate filed with the City Register 
that the lake has been completed; sothat it 
will be to the interest of the Lindell Rallway 
to see to it that the lake is com- 
pleted and delivered to the city 
in a completed condition, exempting 
the city from any tax for that purpose, Sol 
think we can be perfectly assured as to that 
point. Because, while, as the gentleman 
says, thisisin the nature of a compromise, 
unless the compromise is consummated, and 
all the conditions carried out, the compro- 
mise falls, and if the $20,000 is paid and the 
lake is not completed then it necessarily fol- 
lows that the Lindell hallway Ca, is not re- 
leased from its obligation. 

So much for that point. Now,I agree with 
the chairman of the committee who has 
spoken, that this bill tnder ordinary circum- 
stances probably ougitt not to pass, but in 
view of the fact that therearea large num- 
ber of unemployed in me city whose interests 
we ought to insure anc guard if we can find 
it consistent with our duty to do so, and that 
an emergency has arisn which justifies us in 
departing from the well established and 
beaten paths of legisiation, to goa little be- 
yond that which we vould do under other 
circumstances, and twas this, and only 
this, that the commftee iIntendedto doin 
reporting the bill as anended.’’ 

Mr. games: As I sty, it makes no differ- 
ence to me, and I shal) vote for the bill, and 
ifthere is anything wre that goes to show 
that the Lindell Rallwiy Co. have agreed to 
accept the compromis here offered, I have 
nothing to say, but it eems to me that while 
we have laid this dow, In these amendments 
that the railroad cOmpany will accept that 


change the number of the succeeding sec- 
tion, and make that sec. 5. 

Mr. James: That's all right, then.“ 

Mr. Keyes: It doesn’t seem to me neces- 
Sary forthatamendment to be adopted. It 
seems to me that the whole ground has deen 
carefully covered so as to protect the eity. 
and thatit isto the interest of all parties 
concerned that the bill as amended should be 
Passed. It doesn’t seem to me that the bond 
part of it ts necessary.’’ 

Mr. James: I think we have a perfect 
right to know who is required to give this 
bond. Certainly it isnot Mr. Haarstick and 
these other gentlemen who are offering to do 
their part of it without any pay whatsoever, 
and it would certainly be unjust to require 
them to give a bond. ‘hese gentlemen are 
willing to give their. time and labor to see 
that this enterprise is faitnfully carried out 
and they should not be required to givea 
bond. If Mr. Arnstein knows of anybody else 
who will givea bond let him so state and I 
will vote for 18. 

Mr. Arnstein: I suppose itis wholly im- 
matertal to this Counell who will furnish a 
bond that this work shall be performed if the 
bond is actually furnished and is a good bond 
and approved by the Council. All I can say 
is that I am told this evening that a bond 
will be furnished, that the parties are will- 
ingtogivea bonfl to do this work to show 
their sincerity in the enterprise. Who will 
actually sign the bond I do not know, but 
that is a matter that will come before the 
Council when the bond is approved.’’ 

Mr. Gast: That statement satisfies me 
that no bond is necessary, so I don’t think 
we ought to spend any time on that.“ 
[ Voices, That's right.’’] 

Mr. Wehner: Mr. President, I don’t see 
—— any party should be compelled to fur- 
nish u bond. If somebody wants to doit, 
itisallright, Dutif we reautre a bond, we 
should require it of the parties named in the 
ordinance. The city cannot accepta bond 
from anybody else. 

Mr. Arnstein: Tho ordinance provides 
that those parties or their assigns may do 
this work. They may assign this ordinance, 
or their privileges under this ordinance, be- 
fore anything is done under it, and possibly 
these parties to whom this ordmance 1s 
transferred may furnish the bond. All Ican 
say is, that the gentlemen here informed me 
that they are ready to give a bond for the 
performance of this work, and it does strike 
me that we cannot afford to take the 
position as representing the city of rejecting 
a bond that is offered to us for the dolng of 
the work properly. I don’t know who is go- 
ing to give the bond, or who will sign it. 

Mr. Clark: While it may beallright for 
those gentlemen to give a bond, I don’t think 
the Council should compel them to give a 
bond.

Corbett is an Irish-imerican and he has 
grafted on the combaiiveness of his Irish 
stock the nervousness and intensity of the 
American, It is this mtenseness which most 
impresses you when with Corbett. When he 
meets a stranger he shakes hands with him 
eagerly. His enemiercall t insincerity, but 
it shows in everything he does, He has the 
same alert, eager, almost strained 1 
when he boxes, or ruas, or hits his exercise 
bag: In his sparring with Oreedon Corbett 
springs on him like a tiger, His whole mind 
and soul are atsorbe4 in the work 
before him, All his assistants claim that he

Corbett’s mind is constantly occupied with 
the fight.

He is much the 
same now. If this nervous intensity has its 
dts advantages it also has its compensations. 
It adds terrific force to his blows and ex- 
traordinary swiftness to his motion. In his 
training quarters Corbett impresses you with 
his earnestness, Mitchell with his careless 
boyishness. 
THE ENGLISHMAN’S MARVELOUS GOOD HUMOR. 
Mitchell’s flow of humor is incessant. The 
stream is not a pure one, but there is a cer- 
tain brightness and freshness about this 


keen-witted, cool-headed, cold-blooded, 
nimbie-tongued young cockney which keeps 
even those to whom his subjects of conver- 
sation are not altogether agreeable in a 
perpetual grin. For hour after hour he 
pours out this endless rw bits of music, 
songs which he rolls out in his powerful 
baritone, scraps of sentimental old ballads to 
which he always improvises endings that are 
by no means sentimental, anecdotes and rec- 
itations. He never tires. 

Mitchelil’s head is small and round, fur- 
nishing as little surface for attack as pos- 
sible. Itis snugly fitted intoa superb neck.

It 
is their extreme flexibility, united 
with their marvelous tebe pee which has 
made Corbett the greatest ighting man in 
America. If Corbett and Mitchell were to be 
compared to animals, Corbett would be the 
wild cat and Mitchell the bulldog. All Cor. 
bett’s motions are catlike., His lightness of 
foot and the swiftness of his motions are 
altogether feline. Both men are in perfect 
— Manger condition. They are in the very 
prime of their young Manhood, and the bat- 
tle of to-morrow, Which will probably be the 
last of the great international fights, gives 
every promise of being one of the greatest.

BITTER BLAST. 


It Swept Over the City of St. 
Louis Last Night. 


Signal Servics Records the Coldest 
Weather of the Year. 


AT 9 O’CLOCE THIS MORNING IT WAS 11 
DEGREES BELOW ZERO. 


The Sudden Change Causes an Awful 
Amount of Suffering Among the Poor— 
Predictions That the Cold Will Con- 
tinue—Reports From Other Places Show 
the Cold Snap Is General. 


The coldest weather of the winter began 
last might. The snow fell with frogen flakes, 
anditcutthe face of the hurrying pedes- 
trian. It was accom panied Dy a 
wind that crept under even the 
very warmest ulster. It penetrated 
to the core the frames of the poor. 
There was suffering in st. Louis last night. 
Suffering that makes the heart ache and suf- 
fering that mere charity can not relieve, for 
men suffered who are too proud to accept 
alms and who would rather die than beg. 
And women suffered, too, and little chil- 
dren. They had felt poverty’s sting in 
milder weather. It crushed them when it 
came with snow and sleet. 
The thermometer was 40 above zero in 
New York at 1 o’clock this morning when 
Weather Observer T. J. Herney of St. Louis 
got his telegraphic report. Even Chicago was 
4above. St. Louis was the coldest town in 
the entire Southwest. 
At 9o’clock’the recording thermometer on 
top of the Post-office building stood at 11 deg. 
below sero. At midday Monday it was 
at 80 above, with promise of staying there or 
going higher. But the big cold wave that 
had been hanging over Montana and the Da- 
kotas for the past three days took a notion 
to gosouth. The first local premonition of 
its coming was a drop to 28 degs. above at 
noon yesterday. Then there was a very 
gradual decline and at midnight the mer 
cury was still 1 deg, above. It reached zero 
and began sliding down a degree at a time. 
At7 o'clock it struck bottom at 11 deg. be- 
low. 

WILL REMAIN COLD. 
dont expect any change of moment be- 
fore to-morrow morning,’’ said Observer 
Herney. ‘‘Ican’t predict officially beyond 
twenty-four hours, but personally I don’t 
believe it will get above freezing before 
Friday. At 7 this morning the coldest 


place on the continent was Menadosa, Mani. 
toba. There it was 36deg. below. At Valen- 
tine, Neb., it was 30. Zero temperature ex- 
tends as far South as Central Arkansas and 
Central Texas for the first time this 
winter. It’s a rare thing for Galveston 
to find its cisterns frozen over, but it found 
them so this morning. Palestine, Tex., is 
8 above.

AT THE POLICE sTATIONs. 


Vnafortunates Crowd In for Shelter and 
Warmth. 

The unfortunate destitate and homeless 
individuals began to apply for shelter at the 
Third District Station, Seventh and Oarr 
streets, as early ds 6 o'clock last evening. 
This calaboose, situated as it is in 
the heart of the poorest section 
of the city, is Ddesieged nightly

cement floors and 
sides and are fitted up 
one long bench on three sides. As fast as 
the shelter-seekers came in they were placed 
in one of these cells. Allofthem were thinly 
clad and thoroughly chilled, but they 
stretched themselves out onthe floororthe 
benches and looked gratefully at 
the monster stove whose heat af- 
forded them such comfort and relief. 
Each cell holds about five persons co r- 
tably, but last night over eight were packed 
into each one. There werea few hold-over 
cases and drunks in one cell and alitne 
others were filled with the fifty or sixty des- 
titute, who sought the station cell rather 
than freeze to death on the outside. 
The large majority of the men 
were able-bodied men who expressed a 
cheerful and anxious willingness to work if 
they could only find employment. There 
were four or five women among the lodgers, 
poor, unfortunate creatures without fami- 
lies, friends or home. At 6o’clock this morn- 
ing they were awakened, their cell doors un- 
locked and they were ‘‘let out’’ into the 
cold. They hardly fared as well as the pris- 
oners, for the latter had the regular prison- 
ers’ breakfast—coffee and bread—but the 
poor, homeless creatures were turned out 
without even this stimulating diet. They 
were notlet go hungry, however, as Capt. 
Joyce had anticipated this emergency and 
purchased 300 or 400 loaves of bread 
which be had piled up on a table ina corner 
ofthe office. Each of the lodgers who de- 
sired it was allowed toeata loaf before he 
departed, 

But the indications of the prevalent desti- 
tution in that neighborhood and the ad- 
ditional misery wrought by the sudden and 
unexpected appearance of the cold 
weather did not cease when 
the lodgers departed. When Capt. 
Joyce came down this morning he found in 
the station anumber of poor women with 
baskets looking for a dite of bread’’ and 
asking for coal. One very respectable looxk- 
ing middle-aged lady came into the Captain's 
office and said, Can't you give me some 
boys’ clothes, Captain, like a good man? My 
boy has hardly anything to wear, He 
hasn't been working and neither has my 

irl, my rent, -$7, is due and the landlord 
hreatens to put me out. Can't yougive me 
some clothes, or some bread, or some coal?“ 

es, my good woman, said Capt. Joyce 
**You can have plenty of wood and a load of 
coal, but I’msorry to say we haven't any 
clothing.’’ 

Then turning to the Post-DIsSPaTcH repre- 
sentative he said: ‘‘l wish you would 
State through the Post-DISPaATCH that the 
Gestitute poor of the Third District are in 
terrible need ofclothing. Men come in here 
without overcoats, gloves, scarfs, etc., 
thinly clad in suchthreadbare clothing that 
they really look pitiable. If the charitably 
inclined have any clothes to donate to the 
deserving poorthey could certainly not do 
better than to send them down here, for ours 
is the poorest district in the city. Last year 
and the year before we have had plenty of 
clothing to distribute, but this year there 
seems to be a deplorable lack of clothing 
donatlons. Please say that all clothing sent 
here for the poor will be gratefully ac- 
cepted.’’ 

At the Third District Sub-Station on Jeffer- 
son avenue and Dayton street last night 
about thirty-five boarders were housed by 
Turnkey Blair in his roomy cells. The station 
officials say, however, that most of these 
men—they were all men here—are regular 
customers who have been sleeping there all 
winter.

FOURTH DISTRICT. 

At the Fourth District Station, on Tenth 
and North Market streets, last night about 
thirty lodgers were accommodated, but at 


Ninth and Angelica streets, there were no 
less than — 4 housed, This little station Is 
seldom well filled with prisoners, and as 
last night was too cold for any disturbances, 
there was plenty of room for lodgers. The 
doors were thrown open to them, according 
to Capt. Matt Kiely’s orders, and they were 
given a warm night’s rest. There are a 
great many poor people living up in the far 
North End, especially along the river, and 
these people were driven from their usual 
haunts by the extreme. cold and forced to 
seek the station’s shelter. At the main sta- 
tien there were about thirty lodgers, and as 
each of them came in last nicht they ex- 
ressed supreme satisfaction at being al- 
owed the privilege of staying all night near 
a warm fire but their joy was tempered 
somewhat with sorrow this morn- 
ing when they were compelled to go out 
— again into the unusually cold, cold 
world. 


AT THE FOUR COURTS. 
Capt. Boyd of the Four Courts or Central 
District reported some 200 lodgers, men and 


boys of all ages and conditions of poverty. 
Some were put in cells, others lounged in the 
hallways and had for their bedsthe soft 
edge of a plank on the floor and were glad to 
get that as long as it was in a warm 
place, This morning new cases of destitution 
were beginning to comein. People who had 
held of as long as possible from asking for 
aid were compelled to seek assistance this 
morning from freezing and starving.

They 
are Germans and have only been in 
this country two or three years, neither 
of them speaking English. They are a young 
couple and are willing to work, but the hus- 
band lost his job in a brewery lost June, and 
since thattime has not been able to find 
work. They were independent, and re- 
frained from asking for heip until the severe 
weather drove themtoit.

“Fortunate people with 
comfortable homes, plenty of food, fuel 
and clothing can scarcely keep out the 
nipping cold—what must be the suffering 
of those who are without money to buy the 
necessaries of life? 

The mild weather has saved the unem- 
ployed from feeling the worst effect of their 
misfortunes. It has lightened other bur- 
dens. It has enabled them to live on slen- 
der rations and thus husband their own 
resources or the supplies given them. 
Little fuel and clothing have been neces- 
sary to keep them from freezing. 
But the cold snap—one of the coldest for 
several winters—changes the condition of 
the unemployed. Intense suffering and 
even death by freezing, confront those 
without means of support. Their lives 
depend upon obtaining sufficient fuel and 
clothing. Their sufferings are vastly in- 
tensified and the need of immediate relief 
is increased tenfold.

BISMARCK AND HIS MASTER. 

There is nothing but sentiment in the 
reported reconciliation of Emperor Will- 
lam and Prince Bismarck. Politics cuts 
no figtre in it except in so far as the Em- 
peror and his Ministry may gain strength 
with the people by placating the old 
Chancellor and according him the recogni- 
tion and treatment which his distinguished 
services call for. 
But the reconciliation can hardly affect 
Bismarck’s place or part in German poli- 
tics. His active days are over. Noone, 
perhaps, more fully realizes this than the 
aged Prince himself. He is out of poli- 
tics. The strength and skill of his hand 
bave beenimpaired by age and disuse. 
There is no place in the affairs of 
the Empire that he could now be 
called upon to fill except that of private 
The Emperor in his renewed 
friendliness for the old servant of his 
house may seek and profit by his sage ad- 
vice, but nothing more can be expected of 
the return of the latter to imperial favor. 

But the sentiment embodied in the act of 
the Emperor is a gracious and pleasing 
one. Whatever faults may be charged to 
Bismarck, whatever errors he may have 
committed, he had performed extraordi- 
nary services for the German Empire and 
the house of Hohenzollern, The Em- 
peror owes his imperial throne in 
large measure to the Iron Chancellor’s 
genius and undaunted courage. His dis- 
missal of him in such a manner as to 
wound his feelings and make him practi- 
cally an exile from Berlin was acruel stroke 
of ingratitude. There is no more pathetic 
picture in the politics of last quarter 
century than the cartoon of the old pilot 
who had guided the German ship of state 
through stormy voyages, leaving it in 
disgrace by order of the dapper young 
commander. 

The Emperor honors himself more than 
Bismarck by seeking to make a reparation 


tax on consumption taxes his earnings. 
The proposed income tax allows him $4,000 
untaxed for the support of his family, and 
falls only on the excess not needed to sup- 
port the family. Under our tariff, Russell 
Sage, with many millions of untaxed in- 
come, pays less than the poor man who 
supports half a dozen children.

A New York artist—St. Gaudens by 
name—engaged to make a masculine figure 
representing Chicago, which was to be set 
up atsome spot in the Windy City where 
it would be least likely to be blown over.

When this masculine Chicago is for- 
warded to the lakeside, however, it will 
find the ground already occupied by the 
statue known as the Venus de Chicago, a 
large female with the words, I will,“ 
engraved on her in such a manner that 
they may be seen at a great distance. This 
Venus has an eye which an enthusiastic 
local sheet describes as lighted with the 
heavenly fire of a chambermaid on 
strike.’’ 

What Chicago will do with two statues 
—or, asthey are sometimes called there, 
‘ ‘statutes’ ’—both representing her, though 
wholly differing in sex, is hard to conjec- 
ture. Is Chicago a she, or is she a he? 
Having so long represented herself as a 
a female, is it not now too late to change 
her sex? Various plans will doubtless be 
suggested to overcome this awkward sit- 
uation. There is no doubt that the lady 
managers of the Fair, without intending 
to do so, stirred up a feeling against the 
loquacious sex, and this feeling may now 
be atthe bottom of the opposition to the 
Venus de Chicago. 

Possibly Mr. St. Gaudens, having suc- 
ceeded so wellin providing a towel for the 
young man, might so exercise his skill as 
to transform the Venus into a male figure. 
The ‘‘I Will’’ could easily be changed to 
1, William,’’ and there would then be 
no doubt about the change. 

Or the Venus might be sold to Bloom- 
ington or Jacksonville at a reduction from 
her original cost. This is plainly the su- 
perior scheme financially. 

If it were possible, however, to form the 
feminine figure and the young man into a 
group, with the lady holding in her hand 
a well-executed scroll of divorce, the 
scene would be truly Chicagoesque. Pos- 
sibly the artist will get an order to try his 
hand on this last idea.

ENGLAND’S NEW BATTLESHIPS. 


The Work of Construction and Arma 
ment Going Rapidly Forward. 

LONDON, Jan. 24.—The Admiralty authori- 
ties have completed the now ship-bullding 
pian calling for the expenditure of £7,000,000, 
and have placed orders for new fifty-ton 
gunsto supersede the sixty-seven breech 
loaders which are the principal armament 
of the now existing battle-ships. In addition 
the armament and fittings of the warships 
now in handare rapidly being pushed for- 
ward at the different dockvards and in the 
private ship yards where Government ships 
are being constructed. 

The new scheme of armament is based 
upon the principle that the next naval war 
will be a test of maneuvering skill and that 
coal endurance will play a prominent part in 
such tactics. Asa result the new iron clads 
will be superior to any of the existing ships 
in regard to coal capacity, thus rendering } 
them independent of coaling stationsat a 
crital moment. 

A dispatch to the Times from. Hong-Kong 
comments strongly on the fact that ‘‘al- 
though British trade here is far ahead of 
that of all other passers combined, yet the 
British warships here only number nine- 
teen against a combined French and Russian 
fleet of twenty-one vessels.’’ The dispatch 
concludes with the remark that Great 
Kritain is wilfully exposing her immense 
Eastern interests to great danger.

Butit mast be laid on a level plane from 
manhole to manhole so the cables will draw 
through. They have Gelicate testing instru- 
ments that locate any obstruction in a cable 
wire just as they locate a break tn the At- 
lantic cable. The only trouble about putting 
down subways here is lack of money, and we 
ought to be able to get around that in some 
legal way.

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KILLED HIS SISTERS. 


The Trialof Murderer John Hart Under 
Way at Rockford. 

NEw YoOrK,Jan.24.—The defense in the Hart 
murder trial claims to have discovered an at- 
tempt to get a man inthe box who had said 
publicly that he wants to hang the 
prisoner. When the trial closed yes- 
terday eight jurors had deen ob- 
tained. The task of completing the jury 


may be finished to-day. The case isa very 
unusual one, The prisoner’s name is John 
Hart. He killed Bis two sisters on the sth of 
last September. The double tragedy was 
enacted on the Hart farm west of this city. 
On the afternoon in question about .8:30 
o’clock Mrs. Bridget Hart left the house and 
went tothe garden a short distance away, 
her eldest son John aged 34, being at the 
barn, While the two daughters were swing- 
ingina hammock, Whenshe returned she 
found Mary dead on the lawn with four bullet 
holes in her body, while Nellie was found in 
the basement of the barn unconscious. John 
was missing. 

ina statement made just before her death 
Nellie fixed the crime on her brother. After 
the mother left the house John called and 
asked her to come to the granary and help 
repair a leak. When she got into the base- 
ment ofthe barn he forced her to drink a 
bottle of paris green and knocked her sense- 
less with a hammer. Then he fired a bullet 
into her body. Mary heard the pistol report 
and ran to the house, taking refuge in a bed- 
room. Hart followed "er and sent four bul- 
lots into her body. Then he rode to Rock ford, 
where he was caught in a barber shop at 10 
o’clock at night. 

Ever since his confinement he has denied 
the crime, feigned insanity and contradicted 
himself dozens of times. His victims were 
both beautiful girls under 25 years of age and 
great favorites in St. Mary’s Church. 

The motive for the crime, as the prosecu- 
tion wiliclaim, was Hart’s failure to secure 
a share of the estate left to the sisters at the 
Geath oftheir father. In court Hart appears 
to be unconcerned and keeps his jaws work- 
ing incessantly on chewing gum. A bandage 
on his throat is a reminder of his recent at- 
tempt to take his own life in his cell. Insaa- 
ity will be the plea of the defense.
